We are already a sw eat­ 
ed population, and there is noth­ 
ing m ore the governm ent can 
get out of us in income taxes 
or excise taxes that will not 
boom erang by causing a depres­ 
sion. 
So. as the saying goes, “ som e­ 
thing’s gotta give,” and history 
tells us that it won’t be the pol­ 
iticians. Once they have offered 
som ething to 
the voters 
"for 
free,” they never dare retract 
the largesse which they have so 
liberally granted out of “ other 
people’s m oney." F or a tim e, 
the largesse can be financed by 
borrowing, or sim ply by running 
a federal budgetary deficit. But 
there is a lim it to this, too, as j 
inflationary 
states like Brazil J 
have discovered. 
The com m itted W elfare State 
governm ent has one recourse, 
however, and that is to substi- 
tate a seizure of incom e-produc-! 
ing industries for a tax on in­ 
comes. This puts the liquor in­ 
dustry squarely on the spot, for 
phony “ m oral” reasons can be 
offered to justify seizure of liq­ 
uor stores. 
One can get just as drunk on 
whisky purchased at a govern­ 
m ent-operated package store as 
one can on liquor brought from 
a privately owned shop, but the 
pretense is that a governm ent 
dispensary will be m ore circum ­ 
spect when it com es to choosing 
its clients.

Four univ ersity officials said 
Monday night that in terms of 
numbers, at least. UC probably 
already holds that position. This 
was one of the reason they ad­ 
v anced for receiv ing the ev en- 
y ear grant, the largest in UC 
hi.story . 
In an interv iew. Dean Camp­ 
bell Crockett of the graduate 
school. Dean Clifford G. Grulee 
J r., of the college of medicine. 
Daen Cornelius Wardmacher oi 
the college of engineering and 
Dr. Edward Radford, director 
of UC’s Kettering Laboratory , 
ex plained the significance of the 
huge award which had been an­ 
nounced only a few hours earl­ 
ier. 
I)r Radford will heed the new 
center for study of the human 
env ironment, which the unique 
1*1 IS grant will prov ide. 
The award is “ unique,” ac­ 
cording to the spokesmen, in 
that the univ ersity will hav e a 
free hand in administering the 
money . Instead 
of 
hav ing 
to 
submit indiv idual research pro­ 
jects to Washington for approv ­ 
al. as is usual the request will 
be submitted to a UC comm it­ 
tee. 
This 
group, 
the Univ ersity 
Env ironmental Health Council, 
will hav e control of the funds. 
The council was set. up some 
three y ears ago. 
Cincinnati’s present eminence 
in this area of research—includ­ 
ing work being done by the A. 
Taft Sanitary Engineering Cen­ 
ter—helped bring the grant here. 
Another important factor, the 
deans said, was the new Public 
Health 
S e r v i c e 
installation 
scheduled to be built adjacent 
to the UC campus. Location of 
this facility here, they said, was 
a tribute to the univ ersity ’s lead­ 
ership 
in

env ironmental 
health field as well as to t h e 
cooperation already achiev ed be­ 
tween the two institutions.
